SNIE 10-1-67 makes the statement "Hanoi could 
attempt to use MIGs if other measures to foil or 
breach the system failed, but we think this is 
least likely. " 

In paragraph 3 of this memo, we indicate there 
is a capability for a significant threat, but we do 
not assess the probability that fighters would be 
employed. If DD/S&T members had assessed 
this probability, we would have deemed it more 
likely than ONE. 
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
